First of all, 1 would attend 
college, get a four year 
degree, preferably in 
pre-law, polyscience or any 
business degree because 
Vx the FBI wants people who 
can chase a white collar crime. 

Then after college I plan to be a cop in Chicago 
for three to four years because in the FBI, a 
requirement to join is that you have to have law 
enforcement, military or financial experience in 
order to qualify for an application. 

Some things that I could do to help me get the 
job is learn Arabic, since my family is Arabic and 
the FBI always wants translators. 

When | apply it will be about a two year 
application process and if I get accepted, they 
will go through an extensive background check 
on me and my family.

“My brother was coming home from school Labor Day weekend [and] 
he was on the road for about five minutes on the expressway. [The 
cars on the expressway] came to a sudden stop so my brother put on 
the breaks, but there was a semi-truck behind him and [the semi-truck 
driver] didn’t see it and he almost completely ran over my brothers car 
and eight other cars. His car [was] between the two roads [where] there’s 
a [median], so his car caught air and was all the way on to the other 
oncoming lanes. 

He was rushed to the hospital right away and he wasn’t conscious. He 
was still breathing but he was not in good shape. When we got to the 
hospital, he stopped breathing but they got him to breathe again. He 
was in the ER and eventually they got him stabilized and moved him 
up to the ICU. 

He was in ICU for seven days and then he was in the normal hospital 
for seven days. When he was in ICU they took a brain scan because 
his head got hit pretty bad. What happened was his brain got really 

[shaken] up. It affected his brain stem so [it affects] everything like 

your walking [and] talking. 

He was in a [medically] induced coma for two or three days and 
then after that they took him off medication and he was supposed 
to wake up. He got moved up to the

started to wake up and I remember | was 

at the hotel because me and my dad had 

stayed there because my mom couldn't. R U C \ N S K | (9) 

I remember getting a call from him and 

was one of the best moments of my life because he was talking 

and breathing. 

He was there for another seven days and then he got to get taken 
to a rehab center in Chicago and he was there for about three 
months. His life was just him learning how to walk and talk. He is 
basically back to normal, he’s back at school and he’s having trouble 

with short term memory loss but he is doing fine now. 

I’ve never really taken things for granted necessarily but there are 
[some things] that you don’t appreciate as much as you should. It’s 
really made me be thankful that I’m waking up in the morning and 

that I can walk [and] I can talk because I know at one point my brother 
wasn't able to. It’s definitely made me more disciplined in and out of 
my life.”

“[I'm diagnosed with] clinical depression, generalized anxiety 
disorder, body dysmorphic disorder and obsessive compulsive 
disorder. I also have bipolar tendencies, but that’s not officially 
diagnosed. We started noticing [the illnesses] after I hit puberty. 
There were a few warning signs when I was younger, but we thought 
that I would grow out of them. Once I hit puberty everything 
came out at once, and we realized it wasn’t just hormones, it was 
something a lot worse. My biological father has clinical depression, 
so we already knew that we had to keep an eye out for it. In sixth 
grade I started going to a neurologist.

Standing at a mere 5 feet tall, Miah Bruns (9) isn't 
an ordinary student athlete. Bruns is a part of the 
United States Junior Gymnastics Team for tumbling 

and trampoline. 

“When I was [three], my parents adopted me and I was 
doing tricks all around the house. They were like, ‘yeah, 
let’s put her in gymnastics’ and ever since then I’ve really 
liked it,” Bruns said 

Bruns practices six days a week, Monday through Saturday, 
for three to four hours. 

“My tumbling coach has been my coach for seven years 
now [and I've known my] trampoline coach since I was 
four,” Bruns said. 

Last year, Bruns dropped “double mini”: a competition 

like trampoline, but the trampoline is smaller than a normal 
competition trampoline. 

“Trampoline is not your typical backyard trampoline. 

We get a lot higher, [about] twenty feet in the air. People 

do two routines compulsory and optional. [Both] are 

ten skills, compulsory is easy skills and optional is 

any skills you want to put together. Tumbling [has] 

two passes (with] eight skills each, and it’s on your 
hands more,” Bruns said. 

In 2015, Bruns traveled to Denmark and she 
placed fourth in the world. This past year, Bruns 
has been undefeated in her categories and 
will go to Bulgaria seeded first in the World 
Tournament. 

“It's really cool because | have friends from 
Great Britain and China and Italy. It’s a cool 
experience,” Bruns said. 

At each competition, she has to execute her 

routine as perfect as possible to impress the 
selectors of the Olympic team, a team she aspires 
to be a part of. 

“Tll take away all the experiences [from 

gymnastics] because I know not all kids have the 


experience to travel the world,” Bruns said.

“[Speaking Spanish] affects my life because I can go 
to other places around the world. If they speak Spanish 
it can help me get around better,” Reyes said. 

Living in a house with people who speak a different 
language can make it difficult to adapt to speaking 
English in school. 

“IT have been speaking Spanish since I was a kid. 
When we moved, I stopped and spoke more English,” 
Reyes said. 

School is a great way to polish your skills with many 
classes. With foreign languages offered, people have a 

better chance of becoming fluent in a foreign language. 

“Taking Spanish [classes] makes it easier to speak 
Spanish with my family members,” Reyes said. 
As Reyes has grown up, he’s learned new things 
about his culture and language. 
“[ first started speaking English, but then I 
started speaking Spanish. English is my first 
language, but I speak more Spanish around 
my family. I learned English at school and at 
home, but [I mostly speak Spanish at home],” 
Reyes said. 

When an individual speaks multiple 
languages, they can sometimes get mixed 
up with what language is appropriate for 
that situation. 

“[I talk in Spanish] to some of my friends 
who go here that also speak Spanish,” Reyes 
said. 

When an individual is used to one thing it 
can be hard to adapt to something new. When 

someone speaks two languages it can be hard 
to remember who they are talking with and 
what language to use. 

“Sometimes when I’m at home and with 
my friends, I’m really suited with Spanish, so 
T'll accidentally say something in Spanish and 
my friends will be like ‘what did you just say,” 

Reyes said.

Nicholas Firlej was the first born in America in 
his family.

other languages, concepts and different cultures,”

Halfway through her first year of high school, Foivi 
Triantafyllou moved from Athens, Greece to the U.S. Her 
dad, who had lost his job during the economic decline 
in Greece, had already moved to the US. in 2015 and 
her brother had moved shortly after in 2016 to study at 

DePaul University. 

“It was kind of sad being away from my dad for a year, 
but I got used to it,” Triantafyllou said. 

Triantafyllou’s home life in Greece contrasts from her life 
in the US. in many ways. The food, television shows and 
surroundings are hugely different from where she grew up. 

“I really miss my family and friends and being able to 
walk around without needing a car. Here everything is 
so far away. [I] also [miss] the sea. Even though there's 
the lake here, it’s not the same. My cousins always call 

it the ‘beach’, but compared to the Greek seas, it’s really 
nothing,” Triantafyllou said. 
Triantafyllou experienced her first real snowfall last 
year. Knowing the warm temperatures of Greece 
for the majority of her life, Indiana’s occasionally 
extreme winters were a big adjustment for her. 
“T actually kind of hate snow now. It’s so cold, 
it’s too much and it lasts for so long. It was pretty 
the first day, but | got bored of it and I started 
to dislike it,” Triantafyllou said. 

Despite her dislike of the cold, there are 
many things about America that Triantafyllou 
enjoys. From homecoming, to football games 
and to using a locker, she enjoys all aspects of 
American high school. 

“IT want to go back [to Greece] for vacation this 
summer. I don’t want to live there though. But 
even if I did want to, it would be too hard to leave 

this place now. It kind of feels like I’ve been living 
here forever. | have met too many people that | 
don’t want to leave,” Triantafyllou said.

While scrolling through Instagram in December 
of 2016, Alec Gomez got inspired by street fashion 
bloggers to create his own clothing business, 
“Defiant,” with his friend Justice Dobson. 
“(The idea] was kind of like a ‘what if?’ I was talking 
to my parents and they both started their own business, 
so they taught me how to do it,” Gomez said. 
Gomez's parents operate an artistic company based in 
Chicago where they focus on starting up an artist’s career. 
“If they didn’t talk to me about starting it I would have 
never done it because I wouldn’t have typically thought 
to start a business. They gave me the ins and outs, they 
gave me contacts to talk to and from there we started 
it,” Gomez said. 
Gomez also does freelance graphic design which 
allows him to be creative when making his clothes. 
“A lot of [our inspiration] is political issues. Like 
racial things. We make designs out of them 
and see how it goes. It’s a cool way to use our 
creativity. We have stuff related to immigrants, 
like the kids that are kept on the border. They 
come in and they keep them in these facilities 
and they treat them kind of rough, so we did 
something on that,” Gomez said. 

Unlike most clothing companies, they focus 
on covering controversial topics that usually 
aren't seen in fashion. 

“Defiant against the normal, like against all 
of these government stuff, everything they 
control. We are against a lot of the systems 

that they have. It is [a] statement [and] message. 
That’s what we are trying to get out there,” 
Gomez said.

Scuba diving is not a common practice in Indiana. 
However, Jacob Rocca embraces the unconventional 
hobby. 
“My stepdad has been scuba diving since he was a young 
child. When I was six {my parents] brought scuba diving 
gear for the first time and me and my siblings went into 

a pool. That sparked my interest for diving,” Rocca said. 

As Rocca’s love for scuba diving grew, he became certified 
to swim deeper into the ocean. He's currently certified to 
dive 100 feet down for spearfishing. 

“Scuba diving is all about breathing. You don’t swim with 
your hands. You only use your fins and you go up and down 
by rotating your body. It’s all about staying in control,” 

Rocca said. 

Rocca has been on 12 trips out into the water since 2010. 
Over the course of his trips, Rocca has noticed changes 
in the coral reefs. 
“Seeing the coral dying [and] watching the fish swim 
away is really sad. [Saving the coral and fish] is why 
I did coral restoration. I can help replant, but one 
person can't change that. Diseases attack the reef 
from all the trash. It’s really hard to stop that,” 
Rocca said. 
Rocca strongly feels that the restoration of the 
coral reefs needs to be taken seriously. 
“People down on the coast fish for food and 
for a living, so if that business gets taken out 
of the game then many people will be without 
jobs. Also, most of our earth is water. We should 
help try and restore that at least,” Rocca said. 
The past six years of scuba diving have been 
a life-changing experience for Rocca and he has 
come to think of it as an escape. 
“(Scuba diving is] freeing. You don’t have to 
listen to anyone down there. You just see all the 
fish swarm you. Just the breath of life down there 
is amazing,” Rocca said.

Mrs. Bridget Baird, Westlake, has struggled with 

severe animal allergies all her life. Once she became a 

teacher, she realized some of her students faced the same 

issues. Two years ago, Mrs. Baird traveled to Columbus, 

Ind. to adopt two allergen-free therapy pigs, Fozzie and 

Paddington, for her students. 

“You can’t bring [dogs and cats] in the classroom because 
kids may be allergic, but there is no risk of that with pigs. 
They are also the fourth smartest animals in the world, so 
they are really easy to train,” Mrs. Baird said. 

Many high schools use therapy dogs despite student 
allergies. Because of Mrs. Baird’s own allergies, she had 
to find a solution that was equally safe and educational 
for her students. 

“People [should] know [that therapy pigs are] an option 

because so many people are surprised they are allergen- 

free. When my kids learn how to take care of an animal 
like that and how to act around them, [they] ultimately 
learn how to act around any animal,” Mrs. Baird said. 
The pigs live with Mrs. Baird who keeps them on 
a schedule and hires a caretaker for them. Mrs. 
Baird, who had a pig growing up, says that taking 

care of a pig is similar to caring for a toddler. 

“If you don’t stimulate them enough through 
puzzles or classes, [the pigs] start flipping over 
furniture. It’s like if you ignored humans all of 
the time, they would eventually act out,” Mrs. 
Baird said. 

According to Mrs. Baird, being around pigs 
lowers blood pressure, raises self-esteem and 
assists with pain management. 

“My kids love interacting with [the pigs]. [The 
students are] anywhere between high-functioning 
learning and severe autism. [The pigs’] presence 
is just really calming. | think it helps any type of 
person,” Mrs. Baird said.
